ing at sea.

George Callagban, is the battleship 
Iron Duke. She Is of 26,400 tons dis- 
placement.

This divi- 
sion is known in the navy as the^rst 
fleet and Is always kept ready, fully 
manned, for sea service. Neither the 
second nor the third fleet has been kept 
fully manned, as many of tbe officers 
and men are training on shore and 
would not be able to go into action 
without first taking a period of train- 
ing at sea. 


The flagship of the commander In 


chief of the home fleet. Admiral Sir 
George Callagban, is the battleship 
Iron Duke. She is of 26,400 tons dis- 
placement. 20.000 horsepower and has 
a speed of twenty-one knots.

armament consists of ten 13.5-tnch 
guns in double turrets on center line, 
twelve six-inch guns mounted in an 
armored battery and six three-pound- j 
era. She has four torpedo tubes.

The third battle squadron comprise*

Tbe fourth battle squadron, forming 


a part of the flrst fleet, consists of the 
Agamemnon, Bellerophon, Temeralre 
and Dreadnought, which is the flag- 
ship of Vice Admiral Sir Douglas A. 
Gamble, commander of this squadron. 
The Dreadnought Is of 17.900 displace- 
ment, length 530 feet, beam 82 feet, 
draft 31 feet and speed 21 knots. She 
carries ten twelve-inch guns and twen- 
ty-four little twelve-pounder quick fir- 
ing guns. The Agamemnon Is of 10.- 
500 displacement has four twelve-inch, 
ten 9.2-inch, fifteen twelve pounders 
and five torpedo tubes.

There are also a second and third 


home fleet The second home fleet 
or division comprises two battle squad- 
rons, numerically tbe fifth and sixth. 
The fifth battle squadron comprises 
eight battleships, an attached cruiser 
and a cruiser squadron of two ves- 
sels. 


Tbe sixth battle squadron comprises 


five battleships and a cruiser squadron 
of three vessels; also a light cruiser 
squadron of four vessels.

the same force. The howitzer, indeed.

In January. 1014, the German war 


office ordered a translation to be pre- 
pared of "Preceptes et Jugments de 
Napoleon," collected and classified by 
Lieutenant Colonel Ernest Plcard of 
the French army. Thus after thirty 
four years the Germans seem to have 
taken the advire of Von Moltke to 
study the campaigns of Napoleon. But 
this Is not all. As everybody knows, 
Napoleon's favorite arm wa'g artillery, 
and in that arm there are to 4* wide 
spread 
reforms and reorganization, 


particularly with the object of obtain 
Ing the greatest mobility, if not inter 
rupted by war. 


Eleven divisions of artillery have 


been changed from "riding" batteries 
to "driven" batteries. That is the of 
flclal description of the change, which 
-officially again—was defended on the 
ground that there, wonld be a large 
saving In men and hones without any 
proportionate Iocs in fighting force, 
since It was practically useless to have 
the riding batteries unless they were 
always -working in collaboration with 
cavalry, and for this purpose there 
were already enough. 


The most Important part of the 


change, however, lies In the fact that 
the batteries are now only four guns 
eacb In place of the regular German 
six. This means a striking vludlca 
tlon of the French artillery principles, 
such as were propounded by General 
Langlols. and no doubt the teaching* 
of the Balkan wars, have had some 
thing to do with the innovation. HJth 
erto the German critics have criticized 
the French four gun battery on the 
ground that. If more mobile. It was 
far less forceful

OE German navy Is a most im 


portaut factor In the present 
European Imbroglio. 


The Aggressive militant poli- 


cy of Kaiser Wilbelm has resulted in 
the creation of a fleet of armed ships 
almost rivaling the British navy in 
strength anil which safely secures the 
empire in second place as to naval 
strength among the world's powers. 
Britain ranks first, the United States 
third, France fourth, Japan fifth, Rus- 
sia sixth, Italy seventh and Austria 
eighth. 


Great Britain and Germany have 


been competing with each other in 
building new fighting ships of the 
Dreadnought type, and the latter coun- 
try has been steadily drawing closer 
to her rival in marine armament. 


Germany has now seventeen war- 


ships of 18,000 tons or over, with two 
more huge battleships In course of 
construction. 


Her latest sea monster, the K. I., 


has n displacement of 30,000 tons and 
carries a main battery of ten eleven- 
inch guns. 
Her secondary battery 


consist of twelve guns of the 0.0 inch 
size.
